Son of President Hanson, of Trap Was 


Central Road—Mrs. Hanson, 
Who Was With Husband ar 
Time of Death, Will Have 


Remains Cremated. 


New York, May 23.—(Special.)—Wal- 
ter T. Hanson, president of the Bibb 
Manufacturing company, of Macon, 
Ga., one of the largest cotton goods 
mills in the south, and son of Major 
John F. Hanson, president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway and the Ocgan 
Steamship company, died this morning 
of heart trouble at the Hotel Belmont, 
following an acute attack of indiges- 
tion. 

Mr. Hanson and his wife arrived in 
New York last Tuesday on a business 
trip. He complained of feeling iil Sat- 
urday night, when he returned to the 
hotel, after a day spent in connection 
with his business affairs, and a phy- 
Sician was called in. His condition 
continued to grow worse until about 5 
o'clock this morning, when he died. 

Mrs. Hanson had the body sent to an 
undertaker’s and tomorrow it will be 


taken to ‘Hoboken and cremated. Mrs. 
Hanson telegraphed* Mr. Hanson, Sr.,

The ashes will be taken in an urn 
to Point Loma, Cal. for interment.

Mr. Hanson was about 42 years old 
and is survived by his wife and three 
childfen. For some years he has had 
eomplete control of the Bibb Manu- 
facturing company, in whieh his father 
is heavily interested, and of which he 
was president, retiring from the office 
in favor of his son. 

Macon Shecked by the News. 

Macon, Ga., May 23.—Walter Hanson 
was made president of the Bibb Man- 
ufacturing Company January, 1907, 
succeeding his father, Major j, F. 
Hanson, who retired from active con- 
nection with the mill. In 18698 Walter 
Hanson left the mills and went to 
Point Loma, Cal., where he joined the 
Theosophical Society. Three years ago 
he came home and succeeded an uncle, 
I, N. Hanson, as vice president of the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company. He has 
had active charge of the three big 
mills since. He bought. “Folly Farm,” 
a beautiful place of S. R. Jaques, a 
short distance north of the city, and 
resided there with his family during 
the last three years. 

His wife was with him whe death 
came, but his children, four giris, are 
now at Point Loma, 

Walter Ha@®on was one of the fore- 
most business men of the community, 
and had wide experience as a cotton 
mill man. He representeq the com- 
munity’s interests many times on im-. 
portant missions. The business bodies 
here will be called early tomorrow to 
_take appropriate action on his death.

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TRIED TO EXTORT

Set and Hill Arrest- 
ed in Home of Mrs. Jones. 
Hill Admits Trying to Black- 
mail — Employed by South- 
ern Railway. 


Macon, Ga., May 23.—(Special.)—Caught 
last night in a trap at the home of Mrs. 
Ben Il. Jones, on Mulberry street, 8. T. 
Hill, local station ticket agent at night 
for the Southern railway, broke down 
and confessed to officers that he had 
Dianned a bold scheme to wring money 
from Mrs, Jones by improper proposals. 

Late at night the crisis came with 
Hill when Call Officer Allen walked 
him tv a police station cell. where he 
is now held under charge of disorder. 
ly conduct. His alleged scheme start- 
ed in several improper and unusually 
endearing letters to Mrs. Jones. These 
were unsigned, but she became alarm- 
ed and determined upon a disclosure 
when others came and turned them 
over to her son, Henry Jones, and con- 
sultation with detectives led to a 
‘course which trapped Hill completely 
and shocked the family and officers 
when they made him tell his name. 

A telephone call at the residence wags 
yesterday, and when Mrs. 
Jones found it was the man who had 
been writing her, she {mmediately al- 
lowed him to make an engagement. At 
the hour named, he presented himself, 
and was admitted to the parlor, where 
Cai] Officer Allen was in hiding. He 
took charge of Hill, and Henry Jones 
then walked in with the letters Mrs. 
Jones had received. 

Admits Wrote Letters. ° 

Hill was made to admit that he had 
written them, and broke down and wept. 
He begged not to be locked up. Henry 
Jones was so angered that it was -dif- 
ficult for the officers to prevent him 
assailing Hill. 

The case was closely suppressed today 
and will find a hearing before the re- 
corder tomorrow morning. The United 
States authorities will have the letters 
for further investigation. 

Those who knew of the affair today 
can hardly account for Hill’s conduct. 
He stated to Officer Allen on the way 
to the police station last night that he 
only got $30 a month and was after 
money from the widow of Ben lb. Jones 
to help himself. He has a wife, a mem. 
ber of a prominent family, and six chil- 
dreh. He is fully 35 years of age and 
was well thought of in the community 
where he lived in East Macon.

‘And the End Is Not Yet 


in Sight. 


Revelations Made Last Week 
Give Promise 
Lively Session When Case Is 
Resumed—Alleged One Man 
Took Pay From Both Sides. 


San Francisco, May 23.—Revelations 
of alleged conspiracy in the San Fran- 
cisco bribery graft case, plots and 
counter plots, double dealing and “‘dia- 
mond cut diamond” methods of oppos- 
ing detectives in the obtaining of evi- 
dence, accusations of perjury by at- 
torneys for the defense, and many dra- 
matic situations which formed a sen- 
sational chapter last week in the trial 
of Patrick Calhoun, charged with brib- 
ery, give promise of a still more lively 
session when the case is resumed to- 


morrow. 
Trial Nearing Sixth Month. 

The trial, which is nearing its sixth 
month, has produced more sensational 
testimony than any of the bribery graft 
cases tried since the expose of muni- 
cipal corruption in San Francisco in 
1906. With practically unlimited finan- 
cial backing, the case has been Dit- 
terly fought since January 12. 

When the trial.is resumed tomor- 
row Judge Lawler will be called upon 
to decide whether or not he has au- 
thority in deflance of two restraining 
orders of other courts of similar juris- 
diction to break the seals on a pack- 
age alleged to contain documents 
stolen from William J. Burns’ office 
and found in the safe of William M. 
Abbott, general attorney for the United 
Railways in a raid ander a search war- 
rant. 

These documents, it is alleged. by 
the prosecution, were given by one of 
the Burns agents to Detective Helms, 
who said he turned them over to Ab- 
bott. 

Paid by Both Sides. 

Helms, who, according to his own 
testimony, later entered the employ of 
Burns, and for a time, was receiving 
$200 a month from the United Rail- 
roads and $10 a day and expenses from 
the prosecution, will be recalled to 
identify the documents should Judge 
Lawlor hold that he can lawfully place 
the papers in evidence, Helms will be 
followed by other detectives, who, he 
testified, were present when efforts 
were made to dissuade him from ap- 
pearing as a witness in the case for 
the prosecution. 

Foundation was elso laid by, Francis 
J. Heney, the prosecutor, to make in- 
quiry into the dynamiting last spring 
of the home of James L. Gallagher, the 
star witness for the prosecution in all

al safety on a Georgia railroad engine, 
was made complete yesterday when 
members of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers failed to Teport to 
the yardmasters for duty. 

And the completeness of the tie-up 
was emphasized when an engine with 
mail cars attached, brought to the 
Central avenue crossing to transport 
the delayed mails down the road, 
could not get a crew to man it. 

That engine was the only one moved 
in Atlanta so far as the railroad men 
interested know. 

Matis Go Over Seaboard. 

The action of Superintendent Ter- 
rell, of the railway mail service of this 
district, removed all doubt as to the 
success of the tie-up, if there had been 
any doubt, when he issued an order 
diverting the mails for Augusta and 
points beyond from the Georgia road 
to the Seaboard Air Line, over which 
it was given a start for Augusta. 

At the postoffice only pouches con- 
signed to Augusta were taken from 
the building, and these were wagoned 
to the Seaboayd for a start trip. All 
mails designed for points between At- 
lanta and Augusta were made into 
the usual packages and marked with 
the time the train should have left the 
city. 

The passenger train which was 
brought under the shed Saturday night 
for the 12:10 sché@dule, remained all 
morning nearly.

ORE HARTRIDGE 


For His Effort to Collect 
$70,000 From Them. 


Thaw Says Affidavit of Hart- 
ridge Is Composed of False- 
hoods — Denies Hartridge 
Spent $40,000 in “Hush 
Money.” 


Poughkeepsie, N. ‘Y.,.May 23.—Harrv 
K. Thaw and his mother, Mary Copley 
Thaw, both issued statements tonight 
attacking the affidavit made and state- 
ment issued in New York yesterday by 
Clifford W. Hartridge, formerly coun- 
sel for Thaw, in which the lawyer said 
that he had _ spent approximately 
$40,000 “hush money” to conciliate 
persons who would otherwise have in- 
jured his client. Mr. Hartridge is su- 
ing for counsel fees. 

Harry Thaw is in Matteawan asylum, 
and his mother has been almost con- 
stantly in touch with him. Her state- 
ment says in part: 

“While sorry for the state of mind 
that inspired it, I read the extraordi- 
nary affidavit and statement of Mr 
Hartridge with no small satisfaction. 
They show the groundlessness of his 
claim. I never asked him to ‘hush 
anything.’ 

“It is news to me that I asked him 
to keep my son out of Mattaewan. That 
question was not raised from the time 
I met Mr. Hartridge, until Mr. Delmas 
was in charge and the trial haif over, 
at Mr. Jerome's instigation.” 

Harry Thaw’s statement is similar, 
but in addition it bristles with per- 
sonal attacks upon Hartridge. The 
Statement says: 

“The affidavit published by CC. W. 
Hartridge is composed of falsehoods 
from beginning to end. Were there 
any truth in it I should have him dis- 
barred, but there is no truth in it. He 
never spent forty thousand, nor one 
thousand, nor one hundred dollars in 
‘hush money,’ as he pretends. 

“Any newspaper man in New York 
can tell you that Hartridge's pretense 
of having suppressed anything its hum- 
bug. <A person like Hartridge could 
not close one eyelash of the thousand- 
eyed press. All Hartridge does is to 
repeat vaguely some fabrications, then 
pretend he spent money to keep this 
from the knowledge of the district at- 
torney or the newspapers.” 

Mr. Hartridge is suing for approxi- 
mately $70,000 in all, for counsel fees 
and expenses; and more than half of 
this, he says—$40,000 to be exact—was 
spent as “hush money.” S

Andrew Carnegie.

Savannah, Ga, May 23.—A contest 
that bids fair to be sharp, and maybe 
On the order of the sensational, is prom- 
ised for tomorrow afternoon at 4 
o'clock, when the general assembly of 
the Southern Presbyterian church, in 
Session here, will consider the com- 
Plaint of General Bennett H. Young, of 
Kentucky, and others. over the  with- 
drawal of Central University of Ken- 
tucky from the control of.the church. 

The controversy arises over a question 
of jurisdiction. The Central university 
was taken from the. e¢ontrol of the 
church in order to qualify for.a dona- 
tion from Andrew Carnegie. Thia, it te 
contended, was the action of the Ken- 
tucky synod, and an appeal was taken 
from the synod to the genera] assembiy 
by General Young and others. 

Colonel T. W. Bullitt, one of the com- 
missioners to represent the gynoa of 
Kentucky, presented a plea to the 
jurisdiction of the assembly in the 
Matter of the complaint. The synod of 
Kentucky contends in this plea that the 
matter has passed from the control of 
the highest church body, and that It 
has already been irrevocably settled, so 
far as the church acting alone is. con- 
cerned. General Young and those with 
him seek a reconsideration of the 
amendment to the university's charter, 
through which it was made possibile for 
a Carnegie endowment to be obtained. 

It having been stated that copies of 
the plea to the jurisdiction of the as- 
sembly had been distributed among the 
commissioners, General Young referred 
to the methods of the “opposition as 
ecclesiastical. impropriety.” And termed 
it ‘“‘buttonholing’’ commissioners. Ho 
asserted that distribution of the coples 
of the plea was improper. Mr. Helm 
Bruce, one of the Kentucky synod com- 
missioners and an attorney, will be 
heard in favor of the plea. 

It has become evident from the pre- 
liminary fencing that the feeling is 
tense, and the decision of the assembly, 
sitting as a court, may be regarded as 
one fraught with great importance to 
the church.

‘country. We feel certain that some of 
Savannah's automobiliata will he in the 
November race. The automobile spirit 
is so strong that it would be practically 
impossible to keep them out of it. 

The main idea of the movement, how- 
ever, is to stir up the people of e 
Gounties to insist that their county 
commissioners shall utilize every avail- 
able dollar in the construction of roads. 
A great many of the counties have tak- 
en convicts from the state with the view 
of improving their roads. If they become 
enthusiastic in the work they will real- 
ize more and more the advantages that 
flow from good roads, and a good roads 
rivalry between the counties will likely 
result. 

If the farmers will study the subject 
cafefully they will be surprised to dis- 
cover how much good roads mean to 
them. It means rural delivery routes 
to those who haven’t them and additional 
routes to those which aiready have 
some. The government is quick to 
establieh rural delivery rontee in com- 
munities where there are good roads. 
The reason is so evident that it fs un- 
necesssary to state it. But, desirable 
as rural delivery routes .are, and help- 
ful as they are in making life on the 
farm attractive, they are of jsecondary 
importance in comparison with what good 
roads énable farmers to save. We 
wouldn’t undertake say what they 
would enable the cot farmers of this 
state to save each year in getting their 
cotton to the market towns or to the rail- 
road stations. Representative Bankhead, 
of Alabama, in raphe of an amend- 
ment, appropriating ,000 for the im- 
provement of rural delivery routes, 
which he offered to to the _ post- 
office appropriation bill in the 
Sixtieth Congress, said that good 
roaés would save each year the cotton 
farmers of the south $6,076,000. Taking 
these figures es approximately correct it 
would be safe to say that good roads 
would enable the cotton farmers of this 
state to save at least $500,000 a year. 
That is an item well worth considering. 
It stands to reason that horses, mulés, 
wagons and harness last very much 
longer where there are good roads than 
where the roads are bad. And the time 
in traveling where the roads are bad 
must be taken into consideration. A 
farmer can haul twice as heavy a load 
on good roads and can make twice as 
many trips in the same time. 

New Jersey has perhaps more good 


ly through state aid, and some other 
states have followéd her example in the 
matter of state aid, but help from that 
source cannot be hoped for in this state.

WHAT MACON THINKS OF 
CONSTITUTION’S ENTERPRISE. 

The Atlanta Journal, cooperating 
with The New York Herald, began 
‘some days ago an agitation in behalf 
‘of an automobile track from Atlanta 
fas New York, offering prizes for’ best 
roads, which was commendable 
enough as far as it went. Then The 
Atlanta Constitution started a move- 
ment for good roads development in 
Georgia, criss-crossing the state, and 
also offering prizes, and so forth. 

The Telegraph would not throw a 
straw in the way of The Journal's 
scheme—‘from Whitehall to Broad- 
way’—but The Constitution's scheme 
appeals more to Georgia, and to Geor- 
gians—more to Macon because all 
roads lead to Macon” except the 
“Whitehall to Broadway” road. It ap- 
peals more to middle and south Geor- 
gia because all the roads that lead to 
\Macon interests these two great sec- 
tons of our state. 

But amid the fuss and feathers, the 
noise and dust, it is yet left to the 
several counties with their chaingangs 
to get busy with the road work—first 
with the trunk HMnes or main roads 
leading from county seat to county 
seat, and then the criss-cross sections 
of each county. It is all well enough 
for the auto owners and drivers to 
have fine highways across the country, 
but it is also important for the ‘fndi- 
vidual farmers to have good side-roads, 
by-roads and cross-roads. The chain- 
gangs should, of course, deal with 
the main inter-county roads first, but 
there should be as little delay as pos- 
‘sible in getting in some good licks on 
the hills and gullies on the cross-roads. 

After all it is up to the grand juries 
and to the county commissioners of 
each county, or to the road board, as 
we have it.in Bibb. For tnstance, Jef- 
ferson county has set the pace. The 
grand jury in its presentments for the 
May term of court took a decided step 
in favor of good roads. It not only pur- 
poses to have good highways in its 
own county, but wishes to set an ex- 
ample for the neighboring ones. One 
of the recommendations of the jury 
was: 

“We wish to recommend to the board 
of roads and revenues that an expert 
road supervisor be employed to super- 
intend the construction of roads and 
bridges, etc. We think that they should 
have in view in the selection of a man 
an expert road builder, and a man who 
will give all parts of the county equa 
service as near as possible. We also 
recommend that main thoroughfares be 
ccenstructed from county site to county 
site, entering the county at some ,towr. 
near the border, passing through the 
county site of this county, and leaving 
the county through some town on the 
other side, using as near as practica- 
ble the roads already in use, but make 
those roads a. model for adjoining 
counties. We want this for our own 
benefit, and also as an advertisement 
for our county to those passing 
through. We do not feel that we can 
afford to néglect this in the face of so 
much progress by other counties along 
this line.”

Washington, D. C., May 23.—(Special.) 
“I am heartily in favor of anything 
that will aid in the development of 
g00d roads in Georgia. The Constitu- 
tion contest, by unitine the work and 
enthusiasm of owners of automobiles 
and the farmers of the state, will un- 
doubtedly be productive of much good 
In calling attention to this most im- 
portant subject.” This is the view 
Colonel L. F. Livingston takes of the 
contest recently inaugurated by The 
Constitution for a good roads automo- 
bile contest, to be held next -Novem- 
ber. 

Colonel Livingston fnsists that he 
has been one of the most earnest ad- 
vocates of good roads in the state of 
Georgia for the past thirty years. He 
says the splendid paved highways of 
Atlanta and Fulton county are due di- 
rectly to a bill he introduced in the 
state legisiature back in the seventies. 
The representatives from Fulton ob- 
tained his consent to introduce a sim- 
ilar measure, applying strictly to Ful- 
ton, and by this means put the coun- 
ty’s convicts on the streets and public 
roads, 

Colonel Livingston has given very 
serious thought to this great subject. 
His said plan for road development 
comprehended a number of broad, 
well-paved highways extendin= aeross 
the state, similar to the schemé#shown 
in a recent map in The Constitution. 
When these main trunk lineg aré com- 
pleted he expects to see great activity 
in all the counties through which 
these highways pass, begin active 
work to improve the roads. 

An Object Lesson in Newton. 

“Just to show you what good roads 
will do,’’ said Colonel Livingston, “I 
will tell you of what has been done 
in my own county of Newton. The 
county commissioner improved the 
road running from Porters mill 
towards Covington. On that road 
there was formerly a sand hill that 
was the despair of the farmers. The 
grade on that hill was improved, the 
road was covered with a surface of 
chert, and now it is passable in all 
kinds of weather, with twice the 
weight of loads. Before the road was 
improved I could only haul two bales 
of cotton with a two-mule team, but 
now I can haul four bales with the 
same team and make better time.”’ 

The plan which Colone) Livingston 
suggests for the improvements of 
roads is for the farmers to haul the 


rocks from their fields to the road- 
side and leave them on the edge of 
the road. He would then have the 
rock-crusher make a trip on that road 
crush all the rock, and prepare it to 
be laid on the surface,of the road. 
Then he would have the county com- 
missioners send a force of workmen 
over the road to apply this rock and 
gravel and to cover it with some bind- 
ing clay. When this is done, a good 
hard surface road would be secured. 
As an incentive to the farmers to use 
the rock from their fields in this way, 
he would have the county release them 
from the payiment of pol) taxes in ex- 
change for the ro¢k contributed for 
road work. 

Colonel Livingston lookg forward to 
the time when automobiles and 
wagons and farming machinery wil}! 
be in use in Georgia, as is the case 
in parts of the north and west. He 
believes that these machines will be- 
come much reduced in price and that 
wagons for the use of farmers, built 
on the same plan as automobiles, will 
be available for hauling crops and 
good horses for use in the fields. 

Clay for Geod Roads. 

‘I am for good roads,” said Senator 
Clay, when asked what he thought of 
The Constitution’s contest. “It is not 
possible to measure the money value 
of improved highways, and farmers 
all over the state will be benefited by 
these imiprovements. I think county 
Officials should not be extravagant, 
but should proceed with reasonable 
regard for the state of the county’s 
finances in making road improve- 
ments, but every reasonable effort that 
can be made towards securing good 
roads will bear splendid fruit.” 

Senator Clay shares somewhat the 
antipathy of Senator Bailey for’ the 
modern automobile. He considers it an 
evil, but fears it is becoming a neces- 
sary evil. Senator Bailey recently 
threatened to introduce a bill levying 
a tax upon every automobile in use in 
the country.

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Savannah Naval Stores Case. 
(From the Savannah Press.) 


In the naval stores case it is but 
simple justice to the gentlemen in- 
volved to say that the verdict and the 
sentence of the court have caused very 
great and very general surprise. The 
consensus of opinion among the promli- 
nent lawyers of Savannah, who have 
watched the case with a natural pro- 
fessional interest, notwithstanding the 
fact that they were not connected with 
it, was that the government had 
broken down in its case, and had 
failed, Perhaps no case has ever been 


tried in Savannah in which the result 
caused such surprise and disappoint- 
ment. In view of the insufficiency of 
the evidence, it was naturally expected 
that the sentences would be mild. ’ 

It is also just to the defendants to 
say that the three charges in the in- 
dictment, which were calculated to do 
them harm in a business way, were not 
sustained by any evidence at all, so 
much that the attorneys for the prose- 
cution admitted that there was no evi- 
dence, and the presiding judge. in- 
structed the jury accordingly. Those 
charges were that the defendants is- 
sued and used fraudulent warehouse 
receipts, published in trade journals 
false statements and attempted to 
bribe the employes of competitors in 
business. When such charges are put 
in an indictment against business men 
and are circulated all over the busi- 
ness world, grave injustice and wrong 
are done, and it was hoped by the 
friends of the defendants that consid- 
erations of this character would have 
some weight. It is gratifying to the 
gentlemen and their families to know 
that they still hold the confidence of 
banks and customers. Since their con- 
viction they have received a large 
number of letters from banks and oth- 
ers expressing their continued and un- 
abated confidence in them, and, while 
the result may, temporarily, gratify 
their Jacksonville enemies, it will not 
do the defendants the slightest hurt in 
the community where they live, and in 
the business world with which they 
deal. Considering the exhaustive 
means used by the government to se- 
cure evidence and the large number 
of customers, the fewness of the com- 
plaints from customers was most un- 
usual and extraordinary, and was 
strong evidence in favor of their gen- 
eral course of dealing. 

The result of this trial emphasizes 
the importance of some amendment to 
this vague law, known as the Sherman 
anti-trust act, particularly its penal 
provisions. It has been vigorously de- 

unced as a “highly immoral act” by 
President Roosevelt and others, and in 
his inaugural address President Taft 
has called attention to the necessity 
for its amendment and the giving of 
the business world the certainty which 
is so requisite to business success. In 
one of his opinions, published in a re- 
cent issue of the Press, Judge Shep- 
pard himself called attention to the 
fact that the law was “uncertain, dis- 
tressingly uncertain,’ and that its 
meaning presented “a problem.” It is 
most unfortunate that business men 
should be subjected to the peril of 
such law, and to the uncertain notions 
of a trial jury. It is well that the case 
will be reviewed by a court of appeals, 
It se@éms that there is*not a single ex- 
pression from any court of appeals as 
to the meaning of the penal. provisions 
of this law, and it is ascertained that 
it may be used by business rivals for 
the purpose of doing harm to competi- 
tors, notwithstanding their purpose to

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WS IN THE 


LIFE INSURANCE WORLD 


New and interesting uses of life in- 


ly known, are being constantly dis- 
covered, 

Insurance of the lives of men whose 
services are of great value to the oor- 
porations or business projects’ in 
which they are engaged, is a compara- 
tively new feature, and every now 
and then some business man who did 
not know anything about it before, 
makes the discovery and finds out it 
is just the thing he wants. 

But the use of insurance to meet in- 
heritance taxes is still a more recent 
application. 

Thirty-six out of forty-six of the 
States now have inheritance tax laws. 
In a few years all the states will have 
them; and a national inheritance tax 
law is now being seriously discussed. 

It is natural that life insurance 
should have come to play a part in 
the setglement of estates under these 
laws, and many men have procured 
additional insurance’ solely for the 
purpose of paying their inheritance 
taxes and meeting other expenses in 
connection with winding up their es- 
tates whose principal would otherwise 
be heavily taxed and correspondingly 
reduced. 

The vaiue of this plan will be read- 
ily apparent. A man who has accu- 
mulated a modest but sufficient 
amount of property, naturally desires 
to see it go to his heirs intact. The 
sett#ement of estates after death, is 
attended by an expense of anywhere 
from 5 to 20 per cent. If this is pro- 
vided for by insurance taken for the 
particular purpose, while the insured 
is still in the productive period of his 
life, his accumulated property, includ- 
ing whatever other insurance he may 
desire to leave for his family, may be 
transmitted directly to his heirs with- 
out reduction, as the result of various 
legal charges. 

In some states it costs about $300 
to distribute an estate of $1,800, and 
the expense often grows in proportion 
to thi value of the property left. 

Georgia is likely soon to join those 
states which have adopted an inherit- 
ance tax, and that will add another 
expense to the settlement of estates 
here. 

An Anti-Rebate Law. 

The question of laws prohibiting in- 
Surance companies from rebating part 
of first or subsequent premiums to the 
insured, in order to secure business, 
has been frequently considered, and 
some states now ’have such statutes. 

The idea is that persons purchasing 
insurance should receive identical 
treatment as to rates as well as to 
terms; that there should be no more 
discrimination in the sale of insur- 
ance than there is in that of railroad 
tickets. For insurance is a necessary 
commodity and insurance companies 
are, in some of their aspects, public 
utility corporations. 

A comprehensive bill on this subject, 
with adequate penalties, is now pend- 
ing in the Illinois legislature, with 
prospects of enactment. The first sec- 
tion of this measure says: 

“No insurance company or associa- 
tion organized under the laws of this 
state or doing business within the lim- 
its of the same shall make or permit 
any distinction or discrimination 
among insurants of the same class in 
its established rates, and no company, 
manager, general agent, agent, sub- 
agent, solicitor or broker thereof shall 
offer to pay or allow as inducements 
to insurance any rebate of premiums 
payable on policy, or any special favor 
or advantage in the dividends or other 
benefits to accrue thereon, or any val- 
uable consideration or inducement not 
specified in the policy contract of in- 
Surance; or give, sell or purchase as 
inducement to insurance or any con- 
nection therewith, any stocks, bonds 
or other securities of any insurance 
company or other corporation, asso- 
ciation or partnership, or any divi- 
dends or profits thereon accrued, o: 
avpything of value whatsoever, not 
specified in the policy.” 

Section two makes it unlawful for 
persons to receive such concessions, 
and the last section prescribes the pen- 
alties for violation.

Policy Speculator Loses Suit. 

In March, !906. in Hartford, Conn., 
a policy on the life of Harry C. Nutter 
for $1,000, payable to the estate of the 
insured was assigned to Shepard & Co., 
for $410. In September, 1906, Nutter 
died. Payment was resisted by the es- 
tate on the ground that the insvred 
was of unsound mind at the time of the 
assignment, and Shepard & Co. sued for 
$1,200, refusing to accept an offer of the

The administrator obtained -judgment 
against the company, and the insurance 
}company resisted the Shepard suit be- 
cause it did not wish to pay the insur- 
ance twice.

Field For College Graduates. 

Paul Morton, former secretary of the 
navy under President Roosevelt, in. dis- 
cussing life insurance as a field for the 
college graduate, in The ‘Yale News,’’ 
Says, in part: 

“I know of no better field than this 
for a man who has just finished his 
college education and is thrown upon 
his own resources; provided he iden- 
tifles himself with a company of high 
Standing, for he can begin without cap- 
Ital and can earn a living while he is 
learning his trade. 

“The young man who wepresents a 
Prominent life insurance company ‘ fol- 
lows a dignMed calling which deserves 
to be classed with the learned profee- 
sions. It furnishes scope for the high- 
est attainments. No man ahe” 6f him 
Can arrest his-_progress if he is deter- 
mined to advance.

‘There is al- 
ways room at the top,’ applies with 
more force.

Dividend Options. 

_In the course of an article in The 
Eastern Underwriter, dealing with poi- 
lcy dividends, Henry Moir, a well- 
known actuary, presents these interest- 
ing reflections: 

“The annual dividend which can be 
drawn in cash by any policyholder may, 
at his option, be left to accumulate at 
interest like a savings bank deposit and 
withdrawn on any anniversary of the 
policy. This is better for the holder 
than taking it in cash. A still better 
Option, and one which should appeal to 
the public is to apply the dividend to 
Purchase additional insurance. By this 
means, the face value of the policy can 
be increased eache year, a further pro- 
Vision being thus made for the grow- 
ing needs of a family. Agents should 
enourage applicants to adopt this op- 
tion for their own sakes They then 
know exactly what premfum they have 
to pay each year, because it does not 
vary. The annual dividend if withdrawn 
in cash, is Beneraily dissipated and 
lost, whereas an addition to the face 
Value of the policy remains of per- 
manent benefit to the insured. and to 
the beneficiaries. [It {tncreases the sur-

One chart divides the policy holders 
according to height. A long perpen- 
dicular red line us wide as one’s fin- 
ger shows that most persons are be- 
tween 66 and 68 inches high. Another 
chart shows the extent to which va- 
rious diseases prey upon men of va- 
rious heights and weights. The long- 
est red mark of all shows what tuber- 
culosis does to those wnose weight 
ranges from 140 to 155 pounds. These 
men do not suffer much from heart or 
kidney diseases, nor are their livers 
likely to go wrong. They don’t have 
a chance to—consumption comes too 
quickly. 

The chart for the heavyweight class 
—-those who weigh 160 pounds or more 
—shows an entirely dhmrarent condi- 
tion of affairs. Such as these need 
have small fears of tuberd¢ulosis. But 
their hearts are likely to break down, 
and their livers and kidneys show a 
Strong tendency to be unreliable. 

The census bureau, as well as the 
life insurance companies. has recentliv 
conducted an investigation along this 
line. A chart issued by the govern- 
ment shows the extent to which vari- 
ous kinds of diseases kill among those 
of certain specified occupations. Those 
engaged in what may be broadly call- 
ed professional work have the most 
to fear from diseases of the nerves. 
Of every 100,000 men of this kind, 
such aliments annually kill 263. Yet 
it is a remarkable fact that nervous 
disorders kill more farmers and other 
outdoor workers than any other sin- 
xie ailment. and even taborers and 
servants suffer severely. The mor- 
tality among farmers is 221, among 
unskilled workmen and domestics 
199.9. Clerks, policemen and soldiers 
ct the least affected py such trou- 

les.

Stage fotk and 
lecturers are the ones who are most 
given to digging their graves with 
their teeth. The annual mortality 
among them from this cause is at the 
rate of 184 to 100,000. Among profes- 
sional men it is 94, merchants 86 and 
farmers 91. Skilled laborers treat 
their stomachs best, as their mortality 
of 75 shows. But unskilled laborers, 
with their bad food and bad habits of 
eating. have a death rate of 119. 

In this irregular and kaleidoscopic 
manner : diseases make thelr way. 
Smallpox, which once numbered its 
victims bv the tens of thousands, last 
year slew only 104 persons in the 
United States. Of a thousand new 
born infants, 350jgised to die the first 
year: now we save all but 198. Pu- 
bertulosis is steadily being fought in- 


to a corner, and the turning point in 
typhoid has been reached. 
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HAS NOVEL RECEPTACLE 
FOR GARBAGE AND TRASH 


A very remarkable communication 
which contained a very knotty problem, 
has been received by the health depart- 
ment in reward to the new sanitary law 
that goes into effedt June |. 

It will be remembered (and if it is 
not remembered Jedge Briles will get 
you) that the new sanitary law requires 
among other things some kind of a re- 
ceptacie for garbage and trash which 
will prevent the ingress or egress of 
flies. 

The remarkable communication with 
the knotty problem is as follows: 

“Mister health men: Dear Sirs, I see 
there is a law requiring that the people 
of Atlanta must have in their back 
yards by June ! some kind of a recep- 
tacle which will hold the garbage and 
trash so that flies cannot get to it. IT 
also see by the newspapers that you 
say the new law does not specify what 
kind of receptacle we must have just 
so it holds garbage and trash and keeps 
out the flies. It is said that there are 
being made in the city both metal and

“T have a receptacie in my back yard 
which takes good care of every scrap ot 
garbage and every ounce of trash, in- 
cluding such things as Kitchen waste, 
paper and rags. This receptacle defies 
any flies that ever flew. 

“Tlf I have this kind of receptacle, and 
it ia neither wood nor metal, will I be 
violating the law if I use it? You platn- 
ly state that the law does not say of 
what the receptacle shall be made. it 
simply says ‘a receptacle that will hold 
garbage and trash and keep out files. I 
do not want to violate the law, and so I 
write to ask if my receptacle is not all 
right. You may think because ft is made 
out of neither wood nor metal that it 
may be china or stone, but it is not. 

“T want ta be on the-safe side, so when 
the sanitary inspector comes around 
to my eoyr he will not make a case 
against me fdr violating the law and let 
Judge Broyles get @ whack at my 
finances. That is the reason I write you 
this letter for information.

PAID TO. GALLOWAY 


Beautiful Services Are 
. Held at Trinity 
Church. 


A fitting tribute to the memory of 
the late Bishop Charles B. Galloway, 
of Jackson, Miss., was paid by Atlanta 
Methodists in beautiful services held 
at Trinity church yesterday afternoon, 
and the great and universal love which 
was borne for him, was demonstrated 
by the tears of sorrow that filled many 
eyes. 

Fully five hundred people were pres- 
ent, the main auditorium of the church 
being comfortably filled.

The exercises were presided over by 
Dr. Frank Siler, pastor of Wesley 
Memorial church. Addresses 
made by Dr. Joel T. Daves, presiding 
elder of the Atlanta district; by Asa 
G. Candler, the well-known citizen, 
and by Dr.' James W. Lee, pastor of 
Trinity church. The addresses were 
glorious tributes to the deceased man, 
covering every phase of his character 
and his work. 

Opens With “Rock of Ages.” 

The exercises were opened with the 
singing of “‘Rock of Ages, which wags 
followed by one of Bishop Galloway’s 
favorite hymns. 

The first speaker was Dr. Joel T, 
Daves, who spoke on “Bishop Gallo- 
way as a Man.” Dr. Daves said that 


,one of the most striking things about 


Bishop Galloway was his never-tiring 
devotion to his work. He pictured in 
glowing terms Bishop Galloway's 
equipment of mind, his eloquence and 
his great personal charm, and his mod- 
esty in never claiming any glory for 
work accomplished through self-sacri- 
fice. He said that Bishop Galloway 
was fashioned more like the Christ 
than any man he ever knew. 

Asa G. Candler, who attended Bish- 

Galloway's funeral, followed Dr. 
Daves with an address on “Bishop 
Galloway as a Citizen.’ Mr. Candler 
spoke with great emotion, declaring 
that when he concentrated his mind 
upon Bishop Galloway's character he 
was overcome. Mr. Candler said that 
no better estimate could have beep 
obtained of Bishop Galloway's stande- 
ing as a citizen than to have been 
a witness when the last sad rites were 
In describing the funeral, Mr, 
said: 

Funeral of the Bishop. 

“On the occasion of Bishop Gallde 
Ways funeral in the capital of hig 
well-beloved state of Mississippi, mul- 
titudes of all creeds and all parties 
and gf both colors joined in the last 
sad rites of burial, and with unaffected 
grief mingled their tears about his 
tomb. The church in which the ser- 
vice was held, draped in habiliments 
of sorrow and redolent with floral of- 
ferings, was crowded with those who 
loved him, and around it far out on the 
sid@éwalk and street a vaster company 
gathered, lamenting his departure, 
Elogiums in tenderest diction fell trom 
stricken hearts and trembling tongues 
of his bereaved Episcopal colleagues. 
Heaven seemed to have let down to the 
very earth its curtains of funeral drap- 
ery by hands of those gone before, now 
come to life their beloved companion 
over the eternal walls. Thank God 
it was given to me to be blessed by 
contact with so good a man that I was 
allowed to be numbered among his le- 
gion of friends! 

‘The funeral procession' Who that 
witnessed it can ever forget! Silently, 
in parallel lines, walk the cultured and 
the unlearned, the rich and the poor, 
the old and the young, the black and 
the white.

Shows 97.4 Per Cent of 
That Last Year. 


Crop Is 15 to 20 Days Later in 
Texas — 15 Days Earlier in 
Oklahoma — Hardly Week’s 
Loss Elsewhere. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 23.—The Com- 
mercial-Appeal, in its weekly cotton 
report, says: The acreage is 97.4 per 
cent. of that of last year. 

That outside of Texas, 
erop is fifteen to twenty 
than last year, and Oklahoma, 
it is fifteen days earlier, there is less 
than a week's loss in the advancement 
on this date as compared with last 
year. 

That crop conditions are best fn the 
eastern part of the belt and worst In 
the west, where dry weather has made 
the cotton small and the planting late. 

That prior to May 1, the spring was 
a dry and cold one. Since Mav 1, rains 
have been abundant, except in Texas, 
but, withal, temperatures have been 
low and the cotton plant has grown 
very slowly. In the immediate Mis- 
sissippi valley, considerable replanting 
was necessary, but has been com- 
pleted. 

That the land was prepared 
unwsually thorough manner, 
now in excellent condition. 

That there has been very little culti- 
vating done. 

That the rains of May 17 and 18 af- 
forded material relief in all sections 
of Texas, save the western cotton pro- 
ducing area. 

Acreage of Grain. 

That the acreage planted to corn or 
other grain is quite generally 5 to 19 
per cent. greater than that of last 
vear, and that, in the boll weevil sec- 
tions of Loutslana and Mississippi 
there has been a considerable reduc- 
tion in the amount of land under cul- 
tivation, and a marked increase in the 
plantings of other crops than cotton.

cuted that the prohibition Jaw is now 
being enforced as it was never before. 

Chairman Mason and other members 
of the police board have given much 
other than those which are under tha 
time and attention to police affairs, 
chief and detective sergeant. Mr. Ma- 
Son, as chairman, has acted with con- 
servatism, and no act of the faction 
Which he heads has been performed 
with any other motive save that of 
bettering the department. 

Faction Lines Wiped Out. 

The good intentions of the majority 
faction, with its beneficent results,

The Small Grain Prospect. 

I want to congratulate the farmers 
of the south, and especially those of 
Georgia, on the’ promising condition 
and prospect of an g Unusually large 
yield of smal! grain. 

view of the high prices that many 
farmers have had to pay for corn and 
the almost unprecedented high price of 
flour, a large increase--in our home 


product of wheat and oats comes in 
“mighty handy.” 

The increased area in oats will, of 
course, account for a large part of the 
increased yield, but not all, for it !s 
generally understood that better 
preparation of the land and much more 
liberal fertilizing than is customary 
has been the rule. This fs as it should 
be. It is exceedingly gratifying to me 
that this greater tention that is be- 
ing given to the culture of oats is very 
largely the result of the origination 
and exploitation of the “open fur- 
row’ method of sowing oats by the 
Georgia experiment station during my 
directorship. I had all my life been 
of the opinion that oats should con- 
stitute the main reliance of the south 
as a food for work animals and al!) 
young animals, as has for ages been 
the case in a very large part of the 
temperate regions of the world. The 
two obstacles in the way of success in 
the culture of this grain in’ the south 
have been (1) the liability to rust and 
(2) the Habllity to winter killing when 
sown in the fall. The discovery of 
the rust-proof type of oats removed 
the first named obstacle and the “open 
furrow’ method of sowing the seeds 
wus practically eliminated the second. 

The seeding in the fall and harvest- 
ing in May and early June gives us 


conditions of season temperature su- 
perior to those of the north. Our 
southern oat crop matures and: is har- 
vested in early summer, while that of 
the north must withstand the fervent 
heat of their longer June and July and 
even August days. 

I would be glad to receive for pub- 
lication short statements from many 
of those farmers who have engaged In 
oat culture—especially such as have 
tried the open furrow plan of sowing. 
Such reports would tend to encourage 
the sowing a larger area and also ijin- 
duce. others to engage in oat culture 
who have. been heretofore deterred 
from doing so, either by disastrous ex- 
periences of winter killing or the tra- 
ditional dangers that have now been 
obviated. . 

Such statements, as a rule, may be 
condensed to within the compass of a 
closely-written postal card. Let’s have 
them as soon as harvest results are 
realized. v

The fact that the cotton crop gen- 
eraily is much later than usual calls 
for extra effort to overcome this draw- 
back by the arts of skillful culture. 
In the first place, the later the cotton 
the thicker should be the “stand.” for 
the reason that the season for srowth. 
development and maturity will prob- 
ably have beer curtailed by as much 
as the planting time has been delaved. 
It is reasonable to assume, and direct 
experiment has proven it to be true, 
that when the plants” are 
inches closer in the row each oblant 
will produce as many early bolis and 
cotton up to an un- 
defined limit as it would do if standing 
at the wider distance. It should be 
remembered that the early blooms, 
those whose yield of cotton would ag- 
gregate, say, 25 per cent of the total 
yield, occur when the plants have not 
attained more than one-half their full 
height and extension and have not 
commenced to crowd each other. even 
when ieft several inches closer in the 
rows.

anced fertilizer from one to two weeks 
before planting. An exception’ may be 
made where a farmer is preparing for 
a premium crop and purposes applying 
half a ton or more per cre, in which 
case it may be well to divide such pre- 
pared amount into two or more doses, 
one to be applied and bedded on before 
planting, a small. dose at planting. and 
another at first or second plowing. 
Another case is where a farmer has 
applied all of ‘the phosphoric acid and 
potash he purposed to apply. buf no 
nitrogen. In such case he should ap- 
my 30 or 40 pounds per acre of nitrate 
of sOda at the time of planting, or im- 
mediately thereafter, and a second ap- 
plication of the same two or three 
weeks later, but not later, perhaps, 
than June 20. 

So, then, if vou have applied (before 
planting) a complete fertilizer, but not 
in as ‘large amount as you. desire, I 
would repeat with a dose of. the same 
as you prepare. If the fertilizer al- 
ready applied contained its nitrogen in ' 
the form of cotton meal or dried blood, 
it would probably be better now to use 
a mixture containing nitrogen in the 
form of nitrate of soda. Pardon me if 
I do not make my meaning clear. I 
am not in possession or the facts tn 
the case.
